mile. The enormous rainfall distributed 
throughout ail seasons is rninonsto any 
road unless thoroughly well drained and 
constructed on a hard foundation. I be­ 
lieve, however, that the place of the 
wagon roads will be more than filled by 
electric roads, of which I am certain 
there will soon be a network over the 
island. Steam railways would be too 
expensive to construct or to operate, 
there being no coal on the island, while 
there is an abundance of water power. 
The rivers rise in the mountains in the 
interior and have an average fall of 
2,500 feet in their short race to the sea, 
aud there ij always abnndance of water 
pouring over high falls. Power for elec­ 
tric roads could be obtained from these 
falls at little expense, the roads coold 
be easily graded and the rain woald not 
affect an electric road as it does a wagon 
road. These roads would open communi­ 
cation between the interior and the coast 
aud place the coffee, sugar and tobacco 
of the plantations within easy access of 
the seaboard. 
“ I regard the possibilities for the in­ 
vestment of American capital in Porto 
Rico as something immense. Porto Rico 
is destined to outstrip Cuba in the next 
few years. In addition to having a more 
stable government its climate is better, 
its people more peaceable and better 
workmen and its soil fully as fertile. 
The Porto Rican laborer resembles the 
Italian of the same class. 
He is cheer 
fab industrious aud economical, and his 
labor is very cheap, about one-fourth 
that of an American laborer. 
This is 
explained by the fact that food and 
clothing cost bat very little on the is 
land. 
The laborer lives on the fruit of 
the banana tree, which also furnishes 
partly his clothing and housing. 
He 
needs little furniture and little clothes. 
’’The educated natives are a high 
class of people, cultivated, polite and 
compare favorably with the higher class­ 
es in the States. 
The lower classes are 
capaole aud willing to learn. They are 
all very friendly, and almost every one 
on the island is attempting to learn 
! English. They are especially desirous of 
j having American schools established or 
having the English language taught in 
I the schools. W ith cheap labor aud free 
access to American markets, railroad 
I facilities aud plantations owned and 
| operated by Americans, I fail to see 
J anything hut a brilliant future for the

I do not condemn as 
tramps all men who are uot working, 
for I know that it is often difficult tc 
obtain employment; but I am of the 
opinion that the thieves, highwaymen, 
pickpockets aud crooked panhandlers 
graduate, scarcely without exception, 
from the ranks of the leisure loving 
tram p— the man who would not work 
were he given the opportunity. 
The humorists have taken 'u p the 
tramp and built jckes about him until 
he is regarded by the general run ol 
people with more amusement than pity 
or contempt until close contact is had 
with him, aud then the feeling of 
i amusement vanishes in a burry. To my 


j mind there ii nothing funny about the 
professional tramp 
He is undeniably 
! vicious, aud my experience with him 
1 here in New York has been that he is 
; growing more vicious as the years roll 
I on. 
I do not think I exaggerated when 
I in my order I said that their solicita­ 
tions ‘‘virtually amount to assault.” 
I get around the town a great deal 
and have had lots of experience with the 
gentleman of leisure known as the pan­ 
handler. I remember tho time when the 
panhandler was almost courteous in his 
humble request for ‘‘the price of a bed” 
or ‘‘the prieo of a meal. ” I have noticed 
the gradual disappearance of this cour­ 
tesy—whether it was mock courtesy or 
uot makes no difference—aud iii its 
place has come an insolence that is as­ 
tounding.

away all thought of playing on the sym­ 
pathy of tho person he selects for a vic­ 
tim.

For nearly halt a 
century Von Giegligen pursued bis 
peculiar fad, with the result that today 
the collection numbers many hundreds 
and is valued at many thousand dollars 
The Inst will of Von Giegligen was 
recently filed for probate in the superior 
conrt by Georgiana y ou Giegligen and 
Ernest Em tnriik, who are named in the 
will as executors. The widow and three 
growu children are the legatees. In ad­ 
dition to the collection of pipes, of 
which the value is unknown to the po 
titiouers, the estate consists of 20shares 
of the Pacific States Savings, Loon aud 
Building company, valutd at $1,000, 
aud jewelry valued at $100. 
One estimate of the value of the pipes 
fixes it at $7,000, bat auotber says that 
in the right m aiket it would bring 
twice that sam. 
The collection com­ 
prises pipes of almost every kind of m a­ 
terial aud workmanship aud from every 
country. 
There are meerschaums most 
fautastically and exquisitely carved, 
some of them perfectly colored. These 
comprise the most valuable portion of 
the collection. 
Every pipe bas its own 
history. Besides these, there are briers, 
blackthorns aud a great many other 
kinds of wood pipes, some of them very 
handsome; porcelain bowls and even 
clay pipes of rare design. Some of them 
cost large turns of money, aud ail were 
selected by an expert iu 6ucb matters. 
What wi.l now become of the collection 
is a m atter of speculation, but they 
should yield a small fortune to the 
heirs.—New York Journal.

F o r m e r P a r l i a m e n t a r y P r iv ile g e * . 
The privilege of freedom from arrest 
/enjoyed by members of parliament is 
confined to civil m atters; but, since the 
abolition of imprisonment for debt, this 
i nim unity bas been shorn of roost of its 
utility. 
Formerly it was a very useful 
privilege. 
Disraeli says of one of the 
characters in his first novel, “ Vivian 
Grey,” that “ the only way to keep him 
out of the house of correction was to 
get him into the bouse of c o tto n s .” 
Parliament w as then a convenient haven 
of retuge for “ splendid paupers.” 
In one case an English member named 
Mills, who owed £28,000 and for whose 
arrest a warrant was in the ^nnds of 
the sheriff, avoided imprisouip?nt by 
purchasing a seat for oue of the old 
“ rotteu boroughs” in 1807 for the sum 
of £1,000. In another case an Irishman 
named Bourke was confined in the 
K .jg ’s Bench prison about 70 years 
ago in execution for a considerable debt. 
Ills friends got bim elected for an Irish 
constituency, but he never entered the 
house. 
Ou bis release after election 
he fled to the continent and remained 
there. 
Again in 1825 the year before Dis 
raeli published “ Vivian G rey,” a man 
who was in prison for debt was returned 
for Bererlcy, a small English borough, 
and was forthwith released on a war 
rant issued by Mr. Speaker. 
It was a 
case in real life of from the boose of 
correction to the house of commons.— 
Good Words. 


T h e F l a n k i n g M o v e m e n t. 
No battle plans have been more gen 
orally used than the flanking move 
meuts intended to overwhelm one enc 
of an opponent’s fighting liue, to tho 
great and probably fatal weakening o 
tho rest of bis position. The Confeder 
ates used these tactics in their most sue 
eessful battles of the civil war, and it 
is worthy of notice that their attacks 
which were particularly daring and 
successful were almost invariably made 
against- the Federal right wing. 
The troubles peculiar to that unlucky 
part of the northern armies began at 
Bull Run, and continued, east aud west, 
for over two years. 
At that battle the 
Federal rightw ing made a well planned 
an d W all A t- I movement against the Confederate left. 
Both sides fought well for uew troops, 
“ Stonewall” Jackson earning his battle 
name by the resistance he aud bis men 
made to the attack against them, but 
the Federals had gained ground and 
were still advancing, when fresh Con­ 
federate forces fell on the regiments at 
the right end of their liue of battle. 
The historical stampede that followed 
was an unfortunate but perfectly nat­ 
ural result. — “ The Unlucky Right 
W ing,” by Gilbert Tompkins, in North 
American Review

Boutet de Monvel is to come to the 
United States. 
Ile bas engagements in 
Chicago to paint portraits of children. 
Thiy are uot t o be cherubim or infantas. 
He has learned from Murillo and Veins- 
Inez uot to imitate them, which is a 
I are lesson. 
It was after seeing a portfolio of bis 
sketches that Puvis de (Jhavauuei* paid, 
“ Ait is a state of m ind.” The phrase 
was horribly elliptical, hot it was ad­ 
dressed to artists wtaocan decipher any­ 
thing, aud they understood his meau 
jug 
perfectly 
Puvis de Chavauues 
meant that beautiful pictures are works 
of beautiful minds. 
A hypocrite may 
sell good sugar or wheat, but an artist 
must be sincere to bn admirable. 
If bis 
thoughts be not exalted, his works shall 
lie counterfeits. They are emanations, 
as perfumes are. 
A rose may exhale 
only fragrance, a noble mind ouly no­ 
bility. 
Boutet de Mouvel bas simplicity in 
the Latin sense—kindness, enthusiasm, 
absolute faith. 
Were there ever chil­ 
dren who posed as naturally as those 
who posed for him? They are uot timid 
nor vain, they are not affected nor ex­ 
aggerated, when they sit for him. They 
have their habitual expressions of eyes, 
mouth, bands, attitude, while he paiuts 
them. Even if he sketched as rapidly 
as Ingres, whose instruction to his pu­ 
pils was, “ A luau falls from the third 
story window of a building; sketch him 
before be touches the ground,” Boutet 
de Monvel’s achievement is amazing 
The secret of it is uot iu bis pencil, nor 
in his baud, nor in bis eyes. It is in bis 
mind, but how has he prepared his 
mind? 
He is not skillful at telling that. He 
is not a psychologist. Ile bas said, “ The 
charm of children is uot less beautiful 
because it is involuntary,” and “ What 
oue loves in goodness is not the price 
that it costs, but the good that it does.” 
One infers from these expressions that 
be bas uot prepared his mind for bis 
work, another infers that be bas not 
posed bis models, that they did not sit 
for him, that be bas caught them un­ 
aware at the end of bis brash. 
Every 
good workman knows bow impossible 
that ie. 
Boutet de Monvel talks not at 
all abont himself, bat be was asked one 
evening at Stephaue Mallarrae’s bow 
be bad explained to himself bis intense 
love of children, and be said, iu reply, 
tbiugs that are an illumination of bis 
work. He said: 
“ Wheu I was a child, I was happy. 
I was very happy. 
I regarded my fa­ 
ther, my mother aud my maid as tender 
giants, witnesses of the beginning of 
created 
things, immutable, eternal, 
uniqne. I was certain that they knew 
bow to preserve me from evil. 
When I 
was near them, my sense of security 
was complete. The confidence that my 
mother inspired in me was infinite. 
“ When I think of that, I like the lit­ 
tle fellow that I was then. I was glad 
to see and to bear things. One of the 
miracles was the great quantity of fig­ 
ures that one could make w ith a pencil 
or a pen. I drew soldiers. I made an 
oval bead and placed a shako above it. 
It was only after innumerable observa­ 
tions that I succeeded in making the 
bead go into the shako as far as the 
eyebrows. 
“ My father's system of education was 
to give a great deal of happiness to lit­ 
tle children, because one never knows 
if they will be happy later in life. I 
think that be was right. 
Tbose who 
were tenderly treated at dawn of life 
endure adversity easily. On the con­ 
trary, those who were tormented are 
never consoled. Even in the happiness 
of old age they are martyrized by the 
memory of wounds that were healed 
long ago.” 
It is the philosophy in all this that 
explains Boutet de Monvel’s success 
with children. 
In illustrating books to 
please them he has thrown joys nuder 
our feet like carpets of flowers. For his 
work was done to please them. “ Chan­ 
sons do France,” which made bim fa­ 
mous among the experts, is a collection 
of the nursery songs, the rhymes that are 
chanted in round dances, the folklore 
music of children of France. It charmed 
the uaive as well as the learned, it bad 
the merit of all great works. “ Robin­ 
son Crusoe” in literature came from 
the opposite direction. It was written 
tor the grave tradesmen of London, and 
it 
becamo a child’s book. Anatole 
France wrote of children for their par­ 
ents, and 
his 
hook, illustrated by 
Boutet de Mouvel, became a Christmas 
gift book for children. There is in that 
the touch of genius. 
There is a charming, odd legend of 
B rittany: A fisberwoman carrying a 
child in her arms saw St. Malo stretch­ 
ed on the beach. His bunds were crossed 
on his breast. 
She was not terrified. 
She knelt ut the sain t’s side aud prayed 
in adoration. 
A year later the child 
was drowned, but she saw it again in 
the unns of St. Malo, stretched on the 
beach. 
Boutet de Monvel has made of 
this legend a beautiful, characteristic 
woodcut which bas uot been published. 
—Henri Pene Du Bois iu New York 
Journal.

FORTUNE IN RARE PIPES. 


Cwrlona end V * ln * b l* B atete of a 
( 'a l l f o r n l a Mon* 
Tho bulk of the estate ot the lets A r­ 
th u r von Giegligen of Oakland, Cal., 
who committed suicide about two weeks 
ago, consists of a collection of pipes, 
which is probably the fiuest collection 
of the kind on the coast aud one of the 
best iii the world. 
For uenrly halt a 
century 
Von G leg Ii gen pursued bis 
peculiar fad, with the result that today 
the collection numbers many hundreds 
and is valued at many thousand dollars 
The last will of Von Giegligeu was 
recently filed for probate in the superior 
court by Georgiana vou Giegligeu and 
Ernest Emtnrick, who are named in the 
will as executors. The widow aud three 
grown children are the legatees. In ad ­ 
dition to the collection of pipes, of 
which the value is unknown to the pe 
titiouers, the estate consists of 20 shares 
of the Pacific Stutes Savings, Loun aud 
Building company, valutd at $1,000, 
aud jewelry valued at $100. 
One estimate of tbe value of the pipes 
fixes it at $7,000, but auotber says that 
in tbe right tnaiket it would bring 
twice that sum. 
Tbe collection com­ 
prises pipes of almost every kind of m a­ 
terial aud workmanship aud from every 
country. 
There are nieetschauuis most 
fantastically aud exquisitely curved, 
Rome of them perfectly colored. 
These 
comprise the most valuable portion of 
the collection. 
Every pipe bas its own 
history. Besides these, there are briers, 
blackthorns aud u great many other 
kinds of wood pipes, some of them very 
handsome; porcelain bowls and even 
clay pipes of rare design. Some of them 
cost largo sums of money, aud all were 
selected by an expert in such matters. 
What wi.l now become of the collection 
is a matter of speculation, but they 
should yield a small fortune to the 
heirs.—New York Journal. 


F o r m e r P a r lia m e n ta r y P r iv ile g e * . 
The privilege of freedom from arrest 
enjoyed by members of parliament is 
confined to civil m atters; but, since tbe 
abolition of imprisonment for debt, this 
im rn unity bas been shorn of most of its 
utility. 
Formerly it w as a very useful 
privilege. 
Disraeli says of one of tbe 
characters in his first novel, ‘‘Vivian 
G rey,” that “ the only way to keep him 
oat of the bouse of correction was to 
get him into the house of cogito we. ” 
Parliament was then a convenient haven 
of retuge for ‘‘splendid paupers.” 
In oue case an English member named 
Mills, who owed £23,000 and for whose 
arrest a warrant was in tbe hands of 
tbe sheriff, avoided imprisonment by 
purchasing a seat for one of the old 
“ rotteu boroughs” in 1807 for tbe sum 
of £1,000. In another case an Irishman 
named Bourke was confined in the 
K .jg ’s Bench prison about 70 years 
ago in execution for a considerable debt. 
His friends got bim elected for an Irish 
constituency, but he never entered the 
house. 
On bis release after election 
be fled to tbe continent aud remained 
there. 
Again in 1825 tbe year before Dis­ 
raeli published ‘‘Vivian Grey, ” a man 
who was in prison for debt was returned 
for BererJcy, a small English borough, 
aud was forthwith released on a war­ 
rant issued by Mr. Speaker. 
It was a 
case in real life of from tbe house of 
correction to the house of commons.— 
Good Words.

T h e F la n k in g M o v em en t, 
No battle plans have been more gen­ 
erally used than the flanking move­ 
ments intended to overwhelm one end 
of an opponent's fighting line, to tho 
great and probably fatal weakening of 
tho rest of bis position. The Confeder­ 
ates used these tactics in their most suc­ 
cessful battles of tbe civil war, and it 
is worthy of notice that their attacks 
which were particularly daring and 
successful were almost invariably made 
against- the Federal right wing. 
The troubles peculiar to that unlucky 
part of the northern armies began at 
Bull Run, and continued, east aud west, 
for over two years. 
At that Gat tie the 
Federal right wing made a well planned 
movement against the Confederate left. 
Both sides fought well for new troops, 
“ St one w all” Jacksou earning his battle 
name by the resistance he aud bis men 
made to tbe attack against them, but 
the Federals had gained ground and 
were still advancing, when fresh Con­ 
federate forces fell on the regiments at 
tbe right end of their lino of battle. 
The historical stampede that followed 
was an unfortunate but perfectly nat­ 
ural result. — ‘‘The Unlucky Right

The phtase 
was horribly elliptical, hut it was ad­ 
dressed to artists wbocao decipher any­ 
thing, and they underwood bis mean 
iug 
perfectly 
Puvis 
de Chavanues 
meant that beautiful pictures are works 
of beautiful minds. 
A hypocrite may 
gelI good sugar or wheat, but an artist 
must be sincere to he admirable, 
lf bis 
thoughts bo not exalted, his works shall 
bo counterfeits. 
They are emanations, 
as perfumes are. 
A rose may exhale 
only fragrance, a noble mind only no­ 
bility. 
Bontet de Monvel has simplicity in 
the Latin sense—kindness, enthusiasm, 
absolute faith. 
Were there ever chil­ 
dren who posed as naturally as those 
who posed for him? They are not timid 
nor vain, they are not affected nor ex­ 
aggerated, whtu they sit for him. They 
have their habitual expressions of eyes, 
mouth, bands, attitude, while he paints 
them. 
Even if he sketched as rapidly 
as Ingres, whose instruction to bis pu 
pits was, ‘‘A man falls from the third 
story window of a building; sketch him 
b e fo re be touches tho ground,” Boutel 
de Monvel’a achievement is amazing 
Tbe secret of it is not in bis pencil, nor 
in bis baud, uor in bis eyes. It is iu bis 
mind, but how bas be prepared bis 
mind? 
He is not skillful at telling tbat. He 
is not apsycbclogist. Ile bas said, ‘‘The 
charm of children is uot less beautiful 
because it is involuntary,” aud ‘‘ What 
oue loves in goodness is not the price 
tbat it costs, but tbe good that it does.” 
Ooe infers from these expressions that 
be bas uot prepared bis mind for bis 
work, another infers tb at be bas not 
posed bis models, tbat they did not sit 
for bim, tbat be bas caught tbem un ­ 
aware at tbe end of bis brush. 
Every 
good workmau knows bow impossible 
tbat is. 
Boutet de Monvel talks not at 
all about himself, but be was asked one 
evening at Stephane Mallarrae’s bow 
be had explained to himself bis intense 
love of children, and be said, iu reply, 
tbiugs tbat are an illumination of bis 
work. He said: 
“ Wbeu I was a child, I was happy. 
I was very happy. 
I regarded my fa­ 
ther, my mother and my maid as tender 
giants, witnesses of the beginning of 
created 
things, 
immutable, 
eternal, 
unique. I was certain tbat they knew 
bow to preserve me from evil. 
When I 
was near them, my sense of security 
was complete. 
Tbe confidence tbat my 
mother inspired in me was infinite. 
“ When I think of that, I like tbe lit­ 
tle fellow tbat I was then. 
I was glad 
to see and to bear things. 
One of tbe 
miracles was tbe great quantity of fig* 
urea tbat one could make with a pencil 
or a pen. 
I drew soldiers. 
I made an 
oval bead aud placed a shako abova it. 
It was only after innumerable observa­ 
tions tbat I succeeded in making tbe 
bead go into the shako as far as tbe 
eyebrows. 
‘‘My father’s system of education was 
to give a great deal of happiness to lit­ 
tle children, because one never knows 
if they will be happy later in life. 
I 
think tbat he was right. 
Those who 
were tenderly treated at dawn of life 
endure adversity easily. 
On the con­ 
trary, those who were tormented are 
uevei consoled. 
Even in tbe happiness 
of old age they are martyrized by tbe 
memory of wounds tbat were healed 
leug ego.” 
It is the philosophy in all this that 
explains Boutet de 
Monvel’s success 
with children. 
In illustrating books to 
please them he has thrown joys under 
our feet like carpets of flowers. For his 
work was done to please tbem. “ Chan­ 
sons do France, ” which made bim fa­ 
mous among the experts, is a collection 
of the nursery songs, the rhymes that are 
chanted in round dances, the folklore 
music of children of France. Itcharm ed 
tbe naive as well as tbe learned, it bad 
the merit of all great works. 
“ Robin­ 
son Crusoe” in literature came from 
the opposite direction. 
It was written 
tor tbe grave tradesmen of London, and 
it 
becamo a child’s book. 
Anatole 
France wrote of children for their par­ 
ents, aud 
his 
book, 
illustrated 
by 
Bontet de Monvel, became a Christmas 
gift book for children. There is in tbat 
the touch of genius. 
There is a charming, odd legend of 
Brittany: A fisberwomau carrying a 
child in her arms saw iSt. Malo stretch­ 
ed on the beach. His bauds were crossed 
on his breast. 
She was not terrified. 
She knelt at the saint’s side and prayed 
in a d o ra tio n . 
A year later the child 
was drowned, bot s^be saw it again in 
♦lie urins of St. Malo, stretched ou tbe 
beach. 
Boutet de Monvel has made of 
this legend a beautiful, characteristic 
woodcut which has uot beeu published. 
—Henri Bene Du Bois in New York

an hour I had copied them out, "large, 
bold aud handsome," on two pages of 
foolscap and had made myself presenta­ 
ble.At 9 o’clock I presented myself at the 
street door of the bouse in the Rne de 
Provence and sent up my card to Coun­ 
cilor Lotbar Bucher, with a penciled 
request that he would allow me to speak 
to him in private. Almost immediately 
be came down to the waiting room on 
the ground floor, into which I had been 
shown, and asked mo what he could do 
forme. "Can you procure me a five 
minutes’ audience of the prince: I re­ 
plied. "I don’t know," was the rejoin­ 
der, "bot I’ll try. The chancellor is ex­ 
tremely busy, but perhaps he’ll see you 
if you can assure me that the matter is 
really urgent." I declared that for me 
it could not possibly be more so, where­ 
upon Bocher left me-—I confess, in a 
fever of anxiety—and was absent for 
abont a quarter of an hour, at the ex­ 
piration of which he reappeared and 
beckoned to roe to follow him up stairs. 
In an ex-boudoir on the first floor 
converted iuto a sort of office I found 
the chancellor awaiting me. After the 
briefest of greetings be said, “ Pray, tell 
me what you want in the fewest possi­ 
ble words, for I have not a moment to 
lose.” I produced my dispatch, handed 
it to him and asked him if it was sub 
stantially correct. 
After looking through it he answered. 
“ Yes, it is. 
I don’t know how you got 
your information, and I don t intend to 
ink, but these are the terms oi$wbicb 
Paris surrenders. What then: 
When 
I besought his permission to forward 
tho message over his wire, he laughed 
lather grimly, saying, “ You must be 
mad to ask such a thing!” 
j urged upon him that the tension of 
public feeling in England with respect 
to the fate of Paris was very painful- 
many people’* sympathy being tempo­ 
rarily averted from Germany by harrow­ 
ing accounts of the sufferings undergone 
by the population of the French capi­ 
tal. “ That tension would be considera­ 
bly relieved, sir,” I replied, “ by the 
knowledge that the siege of Paris is 
come to an end and that the victors 
have accorded merciful terms to the 
vanquished.” Prince Bismarck held out 
against my importunity for about a

spondent, who had everything to ask 
and nothing to tell, could not possibly 
be welcome to so desperately overwork­ 
ed a statesman as Bismarck. 
By what means I need not explain in 
this place, I had been made acquainted 
with the precise terms of the capitula­ 
tion of Paris at an early hour < f the 
morning after the conclusion of the 
armistice, and had, moreover, good rea­ 
son to believe that the conditions of the 
surrender had not been communicated 
to uuy other correspondent of an Eng­ 
lish or even a German newspaper ut 
headquarters. Having obtained tile su­ 
premely important item of news, what 
was I to do with it? Unless it could be 
forthwith transmitted toTbe Daily Tel­ 
egraph office by telegraph, my chances 
of forestalling my fellow correspondents 
would be annihilated, and there was no 
wire at my dispoal—or, for that mat­ 
ter, at that of any foreign journalist— 
within the vast radius of the lines of 
investment. 
The situation appeared an utterly 
hopeless one, until soddenly the hap­ 
piest of 
“ happy 
thoughts” flashed

“ Can yon procure me a five 
minutes’ audience of the prince?” I re­ 
plied. “ I don’t know,” was the rejoin­ 
der, “ bat I ’ll try.

ROADS IN PORTO RICO 


3ENERAL STO NE’S INVESTIGATION Or 
THE ISLAND’S HIGHWAYS.

General Boy Stone, United States 
•olunteers, formerly director of the 
uffice of good roads inquiry of the de­ 
partment of agriculture, recently re­ 
turned from Porto Hico, where, in ad- 
iition t > fighting with his regiment, be 
investigated thoroughly the condition 
af roads on the island. 
General Stone 
found the means of communication be­ 
tween the interior and the coast and be­ 
tween the towns generally to be very 
poi r. A railroad runs partly around the 
inland, but is hadly planned, poorly 
l o f ported and miserably managed. The 
roads in the interior are constantly 
muddy, so much so that passage is al­ 
ways almost impossible, tho oxen sink­ 
ing to their knees aud the wagons to 
their axles. This renders the transporta­ 
tion cf tho products of tho island from 
T J the interior to tho seaports a very diffi­ 
cult nod expensive undertaking and 
hampeis to a great extent the commerce 
of tho island. 
Coffee is brongbt from 
tho plantations in the interior on the 
heads of the men and women or on pack 
animals, et u cost of $3 per hundred­ 
weight. 
This cost hinders the success­ 
ful cultivation of the large coffee plan­ 
tations. It is equally detrimental to the 
interests of the sugar planters, many of 
whom have plantations in the valleys 
jf the interior. 
Tobacco is more easily 
handled, so that its ptoduction is not so 
much affected. General Stone said: 
" I am convinced that Porto Hico will 
never have a complete system of wagon 
roads such as some of tho states have. 
Roads are enormously expensive in that 
island, the celebrated military road cost­ 
ing in tho neighborhood of $ 1 0 0 , 0 0 0 per 
mile. Thec?uormousrainfall distributed 
throughout all seasons is ruinous to any 
road unless thoroughly well drained and 
constructed on a hard foundation. I be­ 
lieve, however, that the place of the 
wagon roads will be more than lilied by 
electric roads, of which I am certain 
there will soon be a network over the 
island. Steam railways would be too 
expensive to construct or to operate, 
there being no coal on the island, while 
there is an abundance of water power. 
The rivers rise in the mountains in the 
interior and have an average fall of 
3,500 feet in their short race to the sea, 
aud there ij always abundance of water 
pouring over high falls. Power for elec- I 
trio roads could be obtained from these 
fulls at little expense, the roads could 
be easily graded aud the rain would not 
affect an electric road as it does a wagon 
road. These roads would open communi­ 
cation between the interior and the coast 
aud pluce the coffee, sugar aud tobacco 
of the plantations within easy access of 
the seaboard. 
“ I regard the possibilities* for the in­ 
vestment of American capital in Porto 
Hico us something immense. Porto Hico 
is destined to outstrip Cuba in the next 
few years. In addition to having a more 


reached the American scale, but as toe 
demand for Porto Rican products in­ 
creased the demand tor labor tbi re wouid 
advance the price* of it, aud gradually, 
as the laborer became accustomed to Hie 
comforts of t h e American laborer, lie 
would need snore a n d receive more.

Professor R. W Prentiss, instructor 
af mathematics aud astronomy at Rut­ 
gers college, in New Brunswick, N. J., 
had the good fortune to observe in the 
sully hours of Tuesday morning, Nov. 
15, a curious meteor of considerable 
brilliance which passed through the 
constellation of The Twins. 
Professor 
Prentiss began his observations at 12 
I’clock, aud when he left off at 2:30 a. 
| in. he aud Professor Frederick Dodge, 
| who was with bim, had counted 25 me­ 
teors. A good many cf them had trains 
lasting a few seconds. 
A few minutes 
before I o’clock be observed a meteor of 
unusual brilliance quite close to the 
• Radiant, that point iu the constellation 
Leo from which the most of the early 
i November meteors appear to radiate. 
At 1 :85 o’clock be saw the most re­ 
markable meteor of the night. It passed 
bi tween the stars Castor and Pollux in 
Gemini. 
It had a traiu of remarkable 
pi r.-istence, being visible more than five 
minutes. During this time it underwent 


J many curious transformations in shape, 
I ( bunging from the ordinary straight 
trail by gradually moviug into a U 
shaped loop, aud finally changing to a 
hazy mass and then passing from view. 
During this time, live minutes, the trail 
drifted uniformly aud slowly from Iota 
Gemini to Theta Gemini, a distance of 
abc ut IO degrees, in a northwesterly di­ 
rection. The meteor’s convolutions cre­ 
ated an impression on the eye similar to 
that of a snake gliding through grass. 
Professor Prentiss debated within him ­ 
self what might have caused this odd 
change cf shape aud the drift of the 
trail. 
He suggested that it might have 
been either the in flu e n t of air currents 
or an illusion of perspective as the me­ 
teor fell. 
It was an open question, he 
said. 
Another interesting meteor of Tues­ 
day morning was one which appeared 
very close to Gamma Leonia, the star 
nearest the Radiant. On account of the 
nearness of the meteor to the Radiant, 
its path was gradually foreshortened 
aud appeared almost stationary. 
Pro­ 
fessor Prentiss wus just explaining to 
Professor Dodge that this foreshortening 
would take place if a meteor should ap­ 
pear iii that place when at that instant 
the celestial wanderer did appear there 
—New York Sun.

tram p— the man who would not work 
were he given the opportunity. 
The humorists have taken up the 
tramp and built jokes about him until 
be is regarded by the general run ol 
people with more amusement than pity 
or contempt until close contact is had 
with 
him, and then the feeling of 
amusement vanishes in a hurry. To my 
mind there is nothing funny aboct the 
professional tramp 
He is undeniably 
vicious, aud my experience with him 
here in Now York has been that lie is 
growing more vicious as the years roll 
on.

Pryor shipped on the Ben Hor four 
week* ago as deckhand, and was em ­ 


ployed there until yesterday. 
He was 
the only white man am ong the rousta 
boats, and it is said did not alw ays get 
•long well w ith the negroes. 
It is not 
known that lie had anything against 
Kelso in particular except that they had 
come trouble at Marietta where Pryor is 
caid to have been badly worsted in a 
rough and tumble fight. 
The men had 
little in common after that, but Pryor 
give no one a hint of his intentions un­ 
til the boat was not far from this city, 
when he went to Captain Cramer, com ­ 
manding the Ben Hor, and informed 
him that he wanted his m oney, as he 
was going to leave the boat at this point 
and go home. He was given the money, 
with the understanding that he was 
to aid in the work at the Broadway 
wharf. 


When the boat tied in at the wharf 
Pryor worked with a w ill, and did as he 
bad arranged with the captain. 
He 
bad no words with Kelso, at least no 
one seems to know that the quarrel was 
renewed, aud the work wont on with- 
ont interruption. 
It was when his task 
was completed and the boat was about 
to leave the wharf that Pryor com m it 
ted the act for which he is now in jail. 
It seems that he picked ap the twister 
• few minutes before the blow was 
•truck, and according to the reports of 
the officers and persons who witnessed 
the deed, struck the negro when he was 
leaning forward to poll in the gang 
planks. The blow was a vicious one, 
and the negro dropped without even a 
groan. 
Pryor jumped from the boat, 
while the deckhands who happened to 
be near picked on their injured com pan­ 
ion. The boat pulled out, aud resumed 
it« journey to Pittsburg.

Tho bulk of tho estate of the lata A r­ 
thur vou Giegligen of Oakland, Cal., 
who committed suicide about two weeks 
ago, consists of a collection of pipes, 
which is probably the fiuest collection 
of the kind on the coast aud one of the 
best in the world. 
For nearly halt a 
ceutory 
Vou Girgligeu 
pursued 
bis 
peculiar fad, with the result that today 
the collection numbers many hundreds 
and is valued at many thousand dollars 
The last w ill of Von Giegligen was 
recently filed for probate in the superior 
court by Georgiana vou Giegligen and 
Ernest Eminrick, who are named in the 
will as executors. The w idow aud three 
grown children are the legatees. In ad­ 
dition to the collection of pipes, of 
which the value is unknown to the pe 
titiouers, the egtate consists of 2 0 shares 
of the Pacific States Savings, Loan aud 
Building company, valuta! at $1,000, 
aud jewelry valued at $ 100. 
Cue estimate of the value of the pipes 
fixes it at $7,000, bat another says that 
in the right market it would 
bring 
twice that sum. 
The collection com ­ 
prises pipes of almost every kind of m a­ 
terial aud workmanship aud from every 
country. 
There are meerschaums most 
fantastically aud exquisitely carved, 
some of them perfectly colored. 
These 
comprise the most valuable portion of 
the collection. 
Every pipe has its own 
history. Besides these, there are briers, 
blackthorns aud u great many other 
kinds of wood pipes, some of them very 
handsome; porcelain bowls aud even 
clay pipes of rare design. Some of them 
cost largo tunis of money, aud all were 
•elected by an expert in such matters. 
What w i.l now become of the collection 
is a matter of speculation, but they 
should yield a small fortune to the 
heirs.— New York Journal. 


F o r m e * P a r l i a m e n t a r y P r t v l l e u e a . 
The privilege of freedom from arrest 
.enjoyed by members of parliament is 
confined to civil matters; but, siuce the 
abolition of imprisonment for debt, this 
immunity has been shorn of most of its 
utility 
Formerly it was a very useful 
privilege. 
Disraeli says of one of the 
characters in his first novel, ‘‘Vivian 
G rey,” that “ the only way to keep bim 
ont of the house of correction was to 
get him into the house of co 
ins.” 
Parliament was then a convenient haven 
of refuge for “ splendid paupers.” 
In oue case an English member named 
Mills, who owed £28,000 and for whose 
arrest a warrant was in the hands of 
the sheriff, avoided im prison*-nt by 
purchasing a scat for one of the old 
“ rotten boroughs” in 1807 for the sum 
of £1,000. 
In another case an Irishman 
named Bourke was confined 
in 
the 
K .j g ’s Bench prison about 70 years 
ago in execution for a considerable debt. 
His friends got bim elected for an Irish 
constituency, bat he never entered the 
house. 
On bis release after election 
he fled to the continent mid remained 
there. 
Agaiu in 1825 the year before Dis­ 
raeli p o lish e d “ Vivian G rey,” a man 
who was in prison for debt was returned 
for Bererlcy, a small English borough, 
aud was forthwith released on a war­ 
rant issued by Mr. Speaker. 
It was a 
case in real life of from the house of 
correction to the house of commons.—

The Confeder­ 
ates used these tactics in their most suc­ 
cessful battles of the civil war, aud it

Boutet de Monvel is to come to the 
United States. 
Ile bas engagements iu 
Chicago to paint portraits of children. 
They are not to be cherubim or infantas. 
He has learned from Murillo and Veins- 
»ne/, uot to imitate them, which is a 
lure lesson. 
It was after sering a portfolio of hie 
sketches that Fuvis de Chavanues said, 
“ A it is a state of m ind.” 
The phtase 
was horribly elliptical, but it was ad­ 
dressed to artists wboeau decipher any­ 
thing, aud they understood bis meau 
iug 
perfectly 
Fuvis 
de Cbavannes 
meant that beautiful pictures are works 
of beautiful minds. 
A hypocrite may 
a«ll good sugar or wheat, but ail artist 
in list be sincere to bn admirable, 
lf bis 
thoughts be not exalted, ilia works shall 
bo counterfeits. 
They are emanations, 
as perfumes are. 
A rose nr.ay exhale 
only fragrance, a noble mind only no­ 
bility. 
Boutet de Monvel has simplicity in 
the Latin sense— kindness, enthusiasm, 
absolute faith. 
Were there ever ch il­ 
dren who posed as naturally as those 
who posed for him? They aro uot timid 
nor vain, they are not affected nor ex­ 
aggerated, w litu they sit for him. They 
have their habitual expressions of eyes, 
mouth, hands, attitude, while he paints 
them. 
Even if he sketched as rapidly 
as Ingres, whose instruction to his pu 
pila was, “ A man falls from the third 
story window of a building; sketch him 
before be touches tho grouud,” Boutet 
de Monvel’s achievement is amazing 
The secret of it is not iu his pencil, nor 
iu his baud, nor in bis eyes. It is iu his 
mind, but how has he prepared his 
mind? 
He is not skillful at telling that. 
He 
is not a psychologist. Ile has said, “ The 
charm of children is uot less beautiful 
because it is involuntary,” aud “ What 
one loves in goodness is not the price 
that it cost8, but the good that it does. ” 
One infers from these expressions that 
be bas uot prepared his miud for his 
work, another infers that he bas not 
posed his models, that they did not sit 
for him, that be has caught them un­ 
aware at the end of his brush. 
Every 
good workniau kuows bow impossible 
that is. 
Boutet de Monvel talks not at 
all about himself, but he was asked one 
evening at Stephane Mallarnie's bow 
be had explained to himself bis intense 
love of children, and he said, iu reply, 
things that are aa illumination of his 
work. He said: 
“ When I was a child, I was happy. 
I was very happy. 
I regarded my fa­ 
ther, my mother and my maid as tender 
giants, witnesses of the beginning of 
created 
things, 
immutable, 
eternal, 
uuique. I was certain that they knew 
bow to preserve me from evil. 
When I 
was near them, my sense of security 
was complete. 
The confidence that my 
mother inspired in me was infinite. 
“ When I thiuk of that, I like the lit­ 
tle fellow that I was then. 
I was glad 
to see and to bear things. 
One of the 
miracles was the great quantity of fig­ 
ures that one could make with a pencil 
or a pen. 
I drew soldiers. 
I made an 
oval bead aud placed a shako above it. 
It was only after innumerable observa­ 
tions that I succeeded in making the 
bead go into the shako as far as the 
eyebrows. 
“ My father's system of education was 
to give a great deal of happiness to lit­ 
tle children, because one never kuows 
if they will be happy later in life. 
I 
think that he was right. 
Those who 
were tenderly treated at dawn of life 
eudure adversity easily. 
On the con­ 
trary, those who were tormented are 
□ever consoled. 
Even in the happiness 
of old age they are martyrized by the 
memory of wounds that were healed 
long ago.” 
It is the philosophy in all this that 
explains Boutet de 
Monvel’s success 
with children. 
In illustrating books to 
please them he has thrown joys under 
our feet like carpets of flowers. For his 
work was done to please them. “ Chan­ 
sons iL France,” which made bim fa­ 
mous among the experts, is a collection 
of t ne nursery songs, the rhymes that are 
churned in round dances, the folklore 
music of children of Frauce. It charmed 
the uaive as well as the learned, it had 
the merit of all great works. 
“ Robin­ 
son Crusoe” in literature came from 
the opposite direction. 
It was written 
tor the grave tradesmen of Loudon, aud 
it 
boca mo a 
child’® book. 
Auatole 
France wrote of children for their par­

Ihus obviating the most serious difficul­ 
ty with which astronomers have t >cou- 
leud. Professor Young makes tho follow­ 
ing report: 
“ The meteoric shower was 
but distinct. Between 15 minutes after 
8 and 5 a. rn. two observers noted IOO 
Leonids, or meteors, from the constella­ 
tion Leo. 
They were mostly faint, but 
all bad trains. 
The number of uncon­ 
formable meteors—that is, those not 
having 
paths—which 
were 
ai rec ted 
from tho constellation Leo was notable. 
So also was the unusual rightness of 
the zodiacal light, which extended from 
the horizon up through Leo aud beyond, 
nearly to Mars, which was close to the 
presoepe of Cancer. 
This phenomenon 
exceeded in brilliancy the similar glow 
in 1867 
“ The radiant of the shower was uot 
so sharply defined as in 18(57, aud very 
few meteors appeared very near it 
There was not one stationary rnoteor. 
aud this will probably make any photo­ 
graphs taken valueless 
Tho best esti 
mate I can form places the radiant 
about right ascension 151 degrees and 
declination 22 4, degrees, which is a lit­ 
tle farther east and uorth than in 1807 
The maximum of the shower was at 
about a quarter to 4 o’clock, when the 
meteors averaged two a minute for 20 
minutes. 
About a dozen of tho meteors 
w ereasdistinct as first magnitude stars, 
or even brighter, and Itft tram s that 
lasted five to ten seconds. 
“ Another meteoric shower is due in 
about two weeks, on the 27th or 28th 
inst. 
This display will be the Andro- 
medids, or 
Bielids, the latter name 
given because they follow in the track 
of Biula’s, the lost, comet. Usually they 
appear once in 13 years, the last regular 
appearance being in 1886, hut on Nov 
24, 1892, there was also a slight show­ 
er. These meteors radiate from tho foot 
of Andromeda, and, if seen here at all 
this year, will probably bo best observed 
early in the evening, though possibly 
they will continue until after midnight 
They are generally smaller aud less 
swift than tho Leonids. 
Everything 
now points toward a grand exhibition 
of the latter next year, which is the 
regular date for the recurrence of the 
1860 shower. It is very probable, how 
ever, that the display will be visible 
only in China and a part of Europe. ’ 
New York Herald.

HUGE COLISEUM PLANNED. 


It* Erection on Libby Prlaon Site 
Proponed by a Chien*© Alderman. 
Chicago capitalists headed by Alder­ 
man C. F. Gunther have on foot a proj­ 
ect for the removal of Libby prison aud 
the building of an immense coliseum 
on the site at Fifteenth stieet and Wa­ 
bash avenue. 
While the project is iii 
the preliminary state. Alderman G un­ 
ther bays that the matter will probably 
he pushed to a successful termination 
“ I am uot at liberty to disclose all 
our plans, nor the names of the gentle­ 
men interested,” Mr. Gunther said the 
other day. “ Briefly, we intend to erect 
a structure larger than the Madison 
Square Garden in New York. 
It is to 
be modern in every way aud specially 
designed for an amusement and conven­ 
tion halL 
The ground is about 300 by 
172 feet in dimensions— much larger 
tbau the grouud covered by the Madison 
Square Garden. It i« the moat centrally 
located plot of ground of its size in 
Chicago, being convenient to all Hues 
of transportation aud within easy walk­ 
ing distance from the center of the city 
The grouud is held under a 99 year 
lease by the museum company which is 
now in my hands as receiver. 
The mu­ 
seum is for sale, aud as soon as it can 
be disposed of we will begin the cr<*i 
tiou of the new coliseum, providing our 
pluns do uot miscarry 
in event of be- I 
jug unable to sell the prison building 
we may remove it to another location, j 
as it is uot by any means a paying vcu ■ 
ture in its present location. 
“ J u s t as soon as our plans are a lit!Ie 
further developed we will have an 
architect draw up sketches aud plans j 
for the new structure. 
Our aim is to , 
furnish Chicago with a building which t 
will supply all wants of conventions, 
exhibitions aud large entertainments- 
I know that such a building will be a 
success in this location, which is the 
best for the purpose in the city.

Seven distiuctivo fea­ 
tures of advantage over tho common 
stylo of reciprocating engine are named, 
constituting the points of improvement 
at which all modern engiuecoiistructors 
have aimed. They aru: 
First.— Absolute control of the steam 
power by cut offs and valves. 
Second.—Minimum of epace occu­ 
pied, both for engine and boiler. 
Third. — Minimum of cost of m anu­ 
facture. 
Fourth.—Minimum of steam neces­ 
sary to develop a given amount of power. 
Fifth.—Minimum of 
friction and 
wear aud avoiding dead working parts. 
Sixth. — Interchangeability of its 
eight simple working parts. 
Seventh.— Regulation of speed, at 
maximum or minimum, without loss of 
power or sacrifice of durability. 
Mr. Seymour has two working models 
in the little West Side foundry. 
The 
smaller wheel bears a cylinder 8 by 0 
inches, aud occupies with all equip­ 
ment less than a square foot of floor 
space. In daily operation, for the bene­ 
fit of interested visitors, is a dynamo, 
built tor operation by a 45 horsepower 
engine, which is sent buzzing with 
noiseless rapidity by the little bundle 
of power a few feet away, so insignifi­ 
cant that one might almost stumble 
against it unnoticed. 
A larger wheel, 
with cylinder IU by 24 inches, but 
identical with the smaller model, occu­ 
pies three square feet of space. 
This 
model has demonstrated a capacity of 
IOO horsepower. 
Speaking of the incentives which 
have evolved his engine, Mr. Seymour 
said: “ lu 1891. while in the Adiron­ 
dack! for my Health. I took the notion 
to build a sample wheel after my own 
ideas, based on the turbine idea I have 
constructed eight different wheels, but 
uot until a few weeks ago did I com­ 
plete the perfect one. 
Its adaptability

If it was not for the commissary, 
we would fare poorly. 
I have got so I 
don't cure for ice; would rather drink 
the filtered water without it, and I 
know that it is better tor us.” —St.

During the Franco-German war, from 
Ort. 18, 1870, to March I, 1871, I was 
attached to tho headquarters of the 
crown prince, who occupied an anas 
smiling little villa called Lea Umbrages, 
iu an outskirt of Versailles, his august 
father residing throughout the invest­ 
ment and siege of Paris in the prefecture 
of the whilom 
“ royal burgh,” and 
Count Bismarck, with his staff of coun 
cilors and secretaries, in a detached 
house of the Rue de Provence. 
I often 
met the chancellor out of doors, walk 
ing or riding, duriug that long and bit­ 
ter wiuter, but 
sedulously refrained 
from soliciting audiences, being well 
aware that the visits of a war corre­ 
spondent, who had everything to ask 
and nothing to tell, coaid not possibly 
be welcome to so desperately overwork­ 
ed a statesman as Bismarck. 
By what means I need not explain in 
this place, I had been made acquainted 
with the precise terms of the capitula­ 
tion of Paris at an early hour of the 
morning after the conclusion of the 
armistice, and had, moreover, good rea- 
BOU to believe that the conditions of the 
surrender had not been communicated 
to auy other correspondent of an Eng­ 
lish or even a Gorman newspaper at 
headquarters. Having obtained the su­ 
premely important item of news, what 
was I to do with it? Unless it could be 
forthwith transmitted to ri he Daily .tel­ 
egraph office by telegraph, my chances 
of forestalling my fellow correspondents 
would be annihilated, and there was no 
wire at my disposal— or, for that mat­ 
ter, at that of auy foreign journalist— 
within the vast radius of the lines of 
investment. 
, 
Tho situation appeared an utterly 
hopeless one, until soddenly the hap­ 
piest of 
“ happy 
thoughts” 
flashed 
through my mind. Perhaps the all pow­ 
erful chancellor, newly created a prince 
of the yoong German empire, would 
authorize the transmission to London 
of my dispatch over bis own official 
wire, by means of which he was “ en 
rapport” with every European capital 
except beleaguered Paris. There was no 
time to lose. Before 8 a. rn. I had taken 
down the articles of capitulation from 
tho lips of my informant, within half 
au bour I had copied them out, ‘Marge, 
bold aud handsome,” on two pages of 
foolscap aud had made myself presenta 
ble. 
At 0 o’clock I presented myself at the 
street door of tho house in the Rue de 
Provence and sent up my card to Conn 
ci I or Lothar Bucher, with a penciled 
request that he would allow me to speak 
to him in private. Almost immediately 
he came down to the waiting room on 
the ground floor, into which I had boeu 
shown, and asked mo what he could do 
form e. 
“ Can you procure me a five 
minutes’ audience of the prince:’ I re­ 
plied. “ I don’t know,” was tho rejoin­ 
der, “ bot I’ll try. The chancellor is ex­ 
tremely busy, but perhaps he’ll see you 
if you can assure me that the matter is 
really urgent.” 
I declared that for me 
it could not possibly be more so, where­ 
upon Bocher left mo**” I confess, iii a 
fever of anxiety—and was absent for 
about a quarter of an hour, at the ex­ 
piration of which he reappeared aud 
beckoned to me to follow him up Hairs. 
In au ex-boudoir on the first floor 
converted into a sort of office I found 
the chancellor awaiting me- 
After the 
briefest of greetings he said, “ Pray, tell 
me what you want in the fewest possi­ 
ble words, for I have not a moment to 
lose.” I produced my dispatch, handed 
it to him and asked him if it was sub 
statically correct. 
After looking through it he answered 
“ Yes, it is. 
I don’t know how you got 
your information, and I don’t intend to 
u.-k, but these ur© the terms 
which 
Paris surrenders. 
VV hut then: 
When 
I besought his permission to forward 
th© message over his wire, he laughed 
luther grimly, saying, “ You must be 
mad to ask such a thing! 
I urged upon bim that the tension of 
public feeliug in Engluud with respect 
to the fate of Paris was very painful— 
mauy people’s sympathy being tempo­ 
rarily averted lrom Germany by harrow­ 
ing accounts of the sufferings undergone 
bv the population of the French capi­ 
tal. “ That tension would be considera­ 
bly relieved, sir,” I replied, “ by the 
knowledge that the siege of Paris is 
come to au 
that the victors 
have accorded merciful terms to the 
vanquished.” Prince Bismarck held out
